ASR. PEDESTRIAN. 


The Virtues of Temperance Ilus- 
trated by Physical Endurance, 
— f 
A Temperance Advocate Walks 1,025 Miles in 
456 Hours—Finishing in Good Condition— 
Davitt on the Irish Emigration Scheme— 
Home Rulers in the Next Parliament, ö 


Special Cablegram tothe Post-Dispatch. 

LONDON, November 12.—Mr. Keeble, the noted 
temporance advocate, has become quite a lion 
among the temperance and church people here. 
He completed yesterday in the city one of the 
greatest feats of physical eudurance on record. 
Its accomphshment was undertaken for the pur- 
pose of proving to the world that the physical 
system of asound man who never uses alcohol is 
capable of sustaining greater and more protract- 
ed fatigue than is the physical system of an equal- 
ly sound man accustomed to its use, even in 
Mr. Keeble had in most 
of his temperance lectures insisted upon this 
point, and generally challenged his opponents to 
undertake a test with him. Beling a man of fine 
physique his challenges were not accepted, He 
then determined to exemplify in his own powers 
of endurance the virtues of temperance by a feat 
of endurance of walking, choosing that because 
he had no experience either asa professional or 
an amateur pedestrian, and regarded walking as 
the completest form of physical exertion. He un- 
dertook to walk 1,000 miles within 445 hours, 
and to average during the entire period 
two and one-quarter miles per hour.“ No person 
but himself believed he would ever succeed, but 
he said he would because he meant to in the in- 
terest of religion and humanity. Yesterday he 
finished his thousandth mile in the allotted time» 
apparently as fresh and certainly in excellent 
spirits and health. A dispute arose at the com- 
pletion of the next to the last mile growing out of 
the difficulty of the decimal trouble in adjusting 
the time in the last mile to the total distance to 
be covered, and Mr. Keeble continued walking 
untiit the dispute was settled. It was 
referred to sporting judges who hap 
pened to be at the time in another 
part of the city, and before the decision? which 
was in favor of the pedestrian. was delivered, Mr. 
Keeble had walked 456 hours and covered a total 
of 1.025 miles, finishing in good condition. An 
admirer of Mr. Keebie has offered to back him 
against any other pedestrian in the world in an 
attempt to walk 2,500 miles in 1,000 hours, and 
make 21, miles in each and every hour. 

“A SATANIC DEVICE.” 

Capt. Phelps Nolan, Home-Rule member for 
Galway, and Mr. Michael Davitt addressed the 
National League meeting yesterday, at Ballina- 
sloe. The town is fairly divided between 
the Counties of Galway and Roscommon by the 
River Suck, andthe meeting was held onthe 
Captain’s side. All the Orangemen in the neigh- 
borhood were present, and Captain Nolan noting 
their presence, tempered his remarks and made 
such a moderate speeeh that the Leaguers pre- 
sent so hooted and groaned at him that he cut his 
address short and left the meeting. Mr, Davitt 
took the Captain’s piace and soon made up for 
his lack of enthusiasm. He began by attacking 
the Government Irish emigration scheme, 
which he described as a satanic device for 
the purpose of making Ireland a hunting ground 
for British loafers, by exiling every Irish person 
whose poverty was arebuke to the present mis- 
government. Mr. Davitt concluded with the fol- 
lowing expression. “There is a class of Irish 
people who should be turned out of the country. 
They are the Irish landlords, and when they are 
turned out, if the happy event ever occurs, they 
should be sent, not to Connaught, but to the other 


place.” 
PARNELL’S FOLLOWERS. 


T. M. Healy, M. P. for Wexford, claims that 
the personal canvass of the Irish boroughs, which 
he has just completed, shows that the Parnellites 
will secure eighty Irish members in the next 
general election. This is ten more than the 
highest number heretofore thought possible to 
obtain. Mr. Parnell had caiculated upon securing 
seventy followersin the next election, and had 
asserted his ability to secure and hold the balanee 
of power in Parliament with these. Mr. Healy 
boasts thatthe prospects of Irish power in the 
next Parliament are so good that the Home 
Rulers may fairly hope to be able to dictate 
terms to both English parties. 

1 A PROMISING POET.

OUGHT TO BE DISBARRED, 


How a Couple of Alleged Attorneys Treated 
a Poor Prisener. 

Three months ago John H, Keys, an English- 
man, was committed to jail on a charge of steal- 
ing a gun from the Simmons Hardware Company. 
Since then he has had an experience decideuly 
“rough.” The attention of a reporter was called 
to the matter this morning by Col. Hoagland, the 
newsboys’ advocate, who spent yesterday in jail 
with some of his imprisoned proteges, aud if the 
charges are pushed and substantiated it will 
probably cause considerable trouble for a couple 
os attorneys. Keys, who is an intelligent English- 
man, only a short time out from the old country, 
this morning gave the following account of the 
case: How I got into this trouble I don’t know, 
but I never would get into trouble if it had not 
been for another Englishman. I was arrested 
eleven weeks ago, and the same day Tom Morris 
came to the hold-over and said be was ap attor- 
ney and that for $60 he would get me out on the 
street and see my case through to the end, I 
gave bim an order on Chiet Campbell for 
$60 and he got it. He said he would 
get me out on bond at once, My case was 
set in the Court of Criminal Correction, and I wag 
taken up. While I was standing at the bar, Turner 
waiked up aud asked me if my name was Keys. 
He said he'd continue the case, as it wouldn't do 
any harm and might benefit me. When the case 
was next called I was held in the sum of $900. So 
I have been iu jail eleven weeks, and nine weeks 
I have been laid up with rheumatism, and for a 
long time I was not able te move from the couch. 
Alter that Morris came to me and said I nad 
$32 50 coming to me at Simmons’,and I nad better 
getit. At his request I gave him an order for the 
umount, and since then I have never heard wneth- 
er he got it or not. The order has never been 
returned tome. Tom Allen, the obly man I knew 
iv the city, called on me and said that Turner had 
said he wanted $90 more from me. Turner him- 
self came here a day or two later and demandea 
$90 more. 1 don’t know how he learned 1 had any 
money left. I said Morris had agreed to see me 
out for $60, and that I did not propose to pay any 
more. IL asked him what Morris had done with 
the order for $32 50, and he said he didn’t know; 
Morris would tell me about that. He again de- 
manded $90, and I said that Morris had saia 
he would see the case through for §60, Turner 
then said that he would not have any thing to do 
with the case,and so he and his partner abandonea 
it and left me in here, I had not an acquaintance 
in the city. After paying my boarding mistress 
$20 chat I owed her, so you can see how I was- 
left. Some of my {éllow-prisun called the at 
tention of Mr. James J. McBrideto'the case and 
I have employed him to look after the case. 
He, of course, Das nothing to do with this mis- 
treatment. I wrote à full statement of the facts 
to Judge Van Wagoner, but I don’t know whether 
they send oul my mail or not. I am ready to 
stand by every statement I make, and, What 1 
more, I can get witnesses right here in prison 
who have been treated just as I have by 
those men. 1 have told several people of the 
matter and they have advised me to write the 
facts to the PusT-D IsPATCH as the only resort. I 
have had a letter written giving about 
facts, but I don’t know whether they; will let 
pass it out or not. 1 don't know how these 
came to Know that 1 had saved a littie 
but because I didn’t give them all 
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nding the threats of the surprised lawye 
brought Commissioner Caruth to Campbell to 
make the demand.

After her husband's death, she and her 
son Henry VI. erected to him the splendid 
chantry In the Guntessut’s Chapel, which is 
bullt in the shape of the first letter of bis 
name. But after Henry’s death she made a 
mesalliance with Owen Tudor, who What 
ever may have been his supposed extraction 
from ancient British kings, held no higher 
position than that of a soldier of the guard. 

In consequence of this she fell inte con- 
tempt aud oblivion, and after her death her 
remains were zo badly colfined that her body 
was actually visible more than two centuries 
afterward. 

This scandalous neglect continued until 
more than a century agu, When the body was 
stowed away in the vauit of Sir Geurge VII- 
liers, father of the Duke of Buckingham,

"When the Villiers vault was opened, after 
the funeral of one of the Percies, in the 
vault which adjuins it, we thought that it 
would be a go d opportunity to remove the 
body of the neglected Queen—once so beau- 
tifuland so renowned—to a more fitting 
burial place. It was not right that she 
should be indebted, 80 to speak, to the 
chance vacancy iu the grave of the Bucking- 
bamshire knight. When the coffin was ted 
out of the vauit in the Cbapel of St. Nichor 
as, it tumbied to pieces before our eyes, and 
there lay the mortal remains of the wife of 
our hero-kiig—the Kate of Shakspeare’s 
magnificent tragedy andthe aucestress 01 
the mighty ‘Tudurs. 

The remains were nearly perfect, but were 
little wore than a skeieton, except that the 
muscles of the legs and feet still remaived. 
The skull, small and exquisiteiy shaped, lay 
on something which had once been a silken 
cushiou. Laige pieces of cerecioth still re- 
mained, hoagu they crumbled to dust at the 
least touch. 

No one was present when this occurred ex- 
cept the Dean, the clerk of tue works aud 
myself. We stood in silence, and in deep 
and reverent thought, beside the morta 
relies of the lovely Princess, who had been 
the ancestress of so many of our kings, aud 
who, alter so much glory aud so many sur- 
rows, had passed away nearly four and a 
half centuries ago. Neither the Dean nor 1 
was tempted dy the passion for abstracting 
memorials from the resting-places of the 
dead. Not ons bone, Lor one sired of silk 
was disturbed, except ut l remember right | 
ly) a very small piece of the white cere cloth, 

which we sent to her Majesty the Queen. 

A strong vaken coffin was made with ali | 
speed, and the body was then bunmed in the 
chantry Queen Katherine built. Here it 
rests, imiuediately over the tomb of her hus 
band. Thetopof the tomb was formed of 
what had once been intended for an altar- 
stall in the chantry chapel, and the traus 
lation of the very simple Latio inscription 
which we engray 20 upon it is to the fo@iow- 
ing eifect: 

“Here rests at wes after so many 
years and so many vicissitudes, the bvay 
of Katherine Valois, daughter of Charles 
VI. of France, wife of Henry V. mother of 
Henry VI. graudmother of Henry VII.“ 

lt happened to the Dean, for various nec- 
essary reasons, to de obliged to open several 
of the royal vaults—aiways, of course, for 
adequate causes and with royal permission. 
Thus it was desirable to open the tomb of 
Richard II. for indispensable repairs. The 
common story about lis death relates that 
his skull was cleft from Dehind by a biow 
from the battle-axe of Sir Piers Extou in 
the dungeon of Puntefract Castie. 

It was seen, however, that nothing of the 
kind had happened tothe body which iies 
there interred; and there are some doubts 
whether Henry V. really brought the corpse 
of Richard IL to London from Pontefract, 
and whether the body which he ex posed to 
view was not rather that of Richard’s chap- 
lain, Maudsley, who is known to have close- 
ly resem bied him. ‘The historic doubt on 
this subject will never be solved. The mode 
in which tue hapless monarch met his death 
is a secret of the prison-house forever. 

On another occasion it became necessary 
to open several of the royal vaults, to see 
whether it was true that the body of James 
I. had been removed from the Abbey by the 
Puritans. It this had proved to be the case, 
there would have been some small shadow of 
an excuse for the base act of the Pariiament 
of Cuaries II. in turning out of the Abbey 
the bodies of Cromwell and his adherents. 

It was most interesting to hear the Dean 
describe the chavtic fulness of the vault of 
the Stuarts, which contains the cofftlus of 
Prince Henry; Elizabeth, Queen of Bo- 
hemia; Mary of Orange, Mary Queen of 
Scots, ten children of James II., eighteen 
children of Queen Anne; Prince Rupert, 
Prince George of Denmark, and many others, 
‘This crowded Stuart vault formed a strange 
contrast to the majestic — ‘tude of the 
Tudor vault, in whicu only Queen Elizabeth 
and Queen Mary Tudor ie side by side. 

The body of King James Was at last found, 
very unexpectedly, in the vaultof Henry 
VII. aud Elizabeth of York.
